GREECE MAY CONTINUE 
WAR IF SHE SO DESIRES

Peace Negotiations are to Be Con- 
ducted in London, Says 
Report. 


Soffa, Dee, 8—The armistice will be 
signed today at Baghtche on the lines 
of Tchatalja, with or without Greece 
being @ party to it, according to infor- 
mation obtained from authoritative 
quarters here, Greece will be lett 
to continue the war alone against Tur- 
key if she go desires. 

It is stated here that the represen- 
tatives of the allied Balkan nations 
have acceded to the requests of the 
Turks that the peace negotiations take 
place in London, 

Resent Buigaria’s Complatisance, 

Athens, Dec, 3—Surprise and an- 
noyance are expressed by the Greek 
newspapers at what they term the 
“complaisance shown by Bulgaria in 
accepting the Turkish proposals which 
are so advantageous to the Ottoman 
empiré.” It ig contended by many 
writers that the liberation of the 
Christians in the orient 1s only ob- 
tainable by combined land and sea ac- 
tion of the Allies against Constanti- 
nople, 

Adrianople Stumbling Block, 

London, Dec, 3—Adrianople was the 
obstacle which threatened to wreck 
the parleys between the plenipoten- 
tiaries of Turkey and the Balkan al- 
Hes when they first opened ut Baght- 
che, and Adrianople appeared again 
at the end of the negotiations as the 
most serious hindrance to the attain- 
ment of an agreement. 

During the first session of the dele- 
gates the Turks absolutely refused to 
consider the surrender of the strong- 
hold of Adrianople and when the Bul- 
garians subsequently yielded to them 
on this point the Greek delegates 
shrank back and demanded time in 
which to submit the question to the 
government at Athens, 

Reason of Greck Attitude. 

The reason for the Helenic objec- 
tion to any submission to the desires 
of the Ottoman representatives is not 
far to seek, according to the opinion 
expressed in diplomatic circles, It is
